Philip Houser, 1013 State road, 
Croydon, president of the Timing

road, owned by Julian Gancarz. 
The commercial zoning makes no 
provision for a “drag strip.” 
The land is currently

used as the Morrisville Airport. 
Recommended Refusal 
William Prentiss, chairman ot 
the Township Planning Commis­ 
sion, said the commission recom­ 
mended the request be refused 
since Staple plans call for the ex­ 
tension 
of 
the Superhighway- 
through the property to Morris­ 
ville. The present stretch, from 
Janney to Old Lincoln highway, 
would be converted into a limited 
access road.
